N AVY NEWS" is pleased lo be 
able In publish ihc article by 
Commodore Natal Drafting which 
appears in this issue and trusts that it 
will be read by all ratings who. in 
turn, will pass it lo their wives and 
families. 

I he drafting of men is an extremely 
complex basinets. Men arc not moved 
lust for the sake of moving them. 
Well over 50.000 movements arc 
essential every year for the efficient 
running of the Navy and lo see that 
ihc Navy can function efficiently in 
Ihc Inline. It should he obvious, there¬ 
fore. that every move involves carclul 
planning to sec llial the man is quali¬ 
fied lor the hole into which he is lo 
fit lo lind a suitable man to till Ihc 
job the first man is already doing to 
xcc that every man. over his pension¬ 
able career. i% given approximately 
similar types of service when com¬ 
pared wiih men of similar rating and 
quahlic.ition. 

Il is not easy to explain ihc ramifi¬ 
cations of (trailing lo men and even 
more difficult lo explain ihc problems 
lo wives who. perhaps, do nol 
appreciate Ihc differences between 
rating*. It is hoped, therefore, that 
wives in particular will he able lo 
study ihc commodore** article. 

l! must be apparent to every un¬ 
biased reader of Ihc commodore's 
uriiclc dial even possible care is taken 
to ensure lairncvs in drafting It this 
fact and it is a fact can be “got 
over" to wives, considerable misgivings 
will be allayed. Men arc required to 
nun ships and establishments at home 
and abroad and a fair proportion of 
all lypes of service, according lo the 
taling held (seamen, engine room 
rulings, miscellaneous ratings, etc.), 
over ihc men's pensionable service is 
the aim of ihc Commodore Naval 
Drafting. 

All entries of men's drafting cards 
are made by men in uniform and 
the final selection of men fur jobs 
is done by the drafting officerv 
there is nu "lunky-paiiky." Officers 
and men emplnvcd in Ibe Oral ling 
Authority are. like all nlher offi eers 
and men in the Servlee. subject lo 
the Naval Discipline Act. 

Readers of ihc article, particularly 
wives, are asked when they think 
they have not had a "fair crack of the 
whip" to realise that drafting Is done 
fairly and that it iv nol possible to 
compute lime spent at home or in 
accompanied billets abroad, when 
different classes of ratings arc involved.

PRESENT ORGANISATION 
Ihe present organisation al Lvthc 
Hill House. Haslcmerc. consists of the 
Commodore assisted by about 20 
officers. 120 ratings (all writers except 
for a few Communication ratings) and 
K0 civilians. Ibis is not a large organi¬ 
sation when it is realised that it deals 
with the careers of about 60.000 of 
139 different ratings (and 46 different 
SQs. in the Seaman Branch alone). It 
involves drafting, on an average, a 
man every 10 minutes, day and night, 
every day of the year, and answering 
something like 15.000 letters a year, 
nearly all concerned with making 
either the men or the ship happier. 

Why at l.ythc Hill? The Navy- 
owned it and it was about the right 
size; it is far enough from the three 
home ports to avoid suspicion of 
favouritism and it is away from the 
mysterious Admiralty.
